S this Sheet is made publick, as a Sca- 
mark to all that read or hear it, that they 
may avoid thoſe fatal Rocks of fin, on 
Which theſe unhappy perſons lamen- 
tably Shipwrackt : So particular circum- 
ſpetion has been uſed, that acthlng but Truth may 
herein be xelated, fo as neither to abuſe the dead, or 
miſ-inferm the living. | 

At the laſt Seſſions there were iu all 17 perſons, vis. 
15 Men and 2 Women that received'Sentence of death, 
but 5-of them obtained ( at leaſt for the preſent ) His 
Majeſties Gracious Reprieve ; the other 12, this 224 
of January were brought to Exechtion, The firſt 
was Kobert Freeman, an Apprentice to one Mr. Bailey 
in Little-Britain 4 for Mardering whom, on the 42th 
in&ant he was condemned, wy y now came to ſuffer. 
*Tis ſtrange, and fad to conſider, that not only at his 
Tryal, but afterwards, he perliſted in aflerting his in- 
noceuce, notwithſtanding all the Arguments and Im- 
portunitics Mr. Ordinary, or,other Miniſters could uſe, 
wv ho topk extraordinary pains in that behalf; yet con- 
fed the ſum of all that was evidenced againſt him: 
As that he ſaid, ©-do not ſpack of that Gun, or words 
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 t0+hat-effet;-That-there-might be Blaod an the Gun 
&-c. That he did-ſpeak- to have his Maſters Houſe and 
-.Shop,. and Cuſtom, that very farenvon, But averred 
that the Door, when he 'came ddwn'"It the morking, 
*was not fock'd, | but only latch'd,''and'theKey ob the 
inſide: -He diſcourſed: very underſtandingly,:, and 
made folemn Appeals of his ignorance, how, or by 
what means. his Maſter came to His end ; but the cir- 
cumſtances at his Tryal were home and undenygable,
